ASPARAGUS RECIPES. 
Ways of Cooking the Season’s Most 
Delicious Vegetable. , 


Asparagus Loaf.—Cut top crust from 
a loaf of stale tin bread and remove 
the crumbs, leaving only the side and 
bottom crusts of the loaf, Set this 
hollowed loaf in the oven until quite 
dry. Cut stewed asparagus into inch 
lengths, season to taste, mix with a 
good gpice copes ond. al the hollowed 
loaf with the mixture. Replace the 
top crust and set in the oven until hot. 

Bowknots With Asparagus. — Cut 
thin puff paste into half inch strips 
Shape it on a baking pan into the form 
of double bowknots. When baked put 
cooked asparagus tips on each loop of

Such prices may seem to 
be extravagant, but by a Mttle calcula 
tion It can be seen that the Investment | 
is a good one. Supposing a man has «& | 
herd of forty or fifty cows and buys a 
sire costing $1,000. Sucb a sire would 
certainly increase the value of every 
calf from $20 to $100 each over a aire 
that he might buy for, say, $75 or 
$100 We think that a fair average of 
advance would be $50 per calf, and 
presuming the breeder would have for 

| ty calves, the increase of value in one

Caring For Milk In Summer. 
In order to properly care for milk | 
during the summer time a milk house | 

containing a tank, preferably of ce 

ment, ts absolutely essential. Coo' | 
the night’s milk as quickly as possible |

| the tank of cold water. As soon as 
| milking {s finished put the covers 
| on the cans. Milk does not require 
| dipping or pouring. Immediate cool | 
| ing every night ts the {mportant point 

if ove cannot afford a milk house he 
should at least provide a tank or tub 
in which to place the cans asd sur 
round these with cold water. If ice 
is available use it in the water; if not 
change the water a sufficient number 
of times to insure proper cooling. Use 
a thermometer. {t coste very little and 
will pay.

To pasteurize cream place the can 
containing it in a vessel of bot water. 
Stir the cream occasionally and bring 
it to a temperature of 175 degrees. 
‘Authorities give a range of tempera- 
tures from 160 to 185 degrees. leuve 
it covered at that temperature for 
twenty minutes. It will cool very little 
if just lifted out of the water. Tien 
rapldly cool to 60 degrees or below. 

To sterilize cream or milk beat it to 
212 degrees, the boiling point. his tem- 
perature is supposed to muke it germ 
free. Sterilized milk is not so digestible 
as raw milk or pasteurized milk. 

If a reputation for good butter is to 
be established and maintained it ts 
the farmer who bas to do it. 

Have the cream sweet and delicate 


in flavor. Avold feeds that will taint 
the milk, Do not feed turnip tops or 
rape. Do not imagine turnips can be, 


| eaten by the cows, even after milking, 


and not affect the quality of the butter. 
Turnips have their place, but it Is not 
on the menu of a milking cow. 

Milk from freshly calyed cows should 
not be skimmed until after the eighth 
milking.

If water is scarce fur cooling purposes | 


the cream may be put ip shallow puns 
and set ip a covl, clean cellar ou a 
stone or cement floor, ‘The stone and 
cement are good conductors of heat 
and soon reduce the temperature by 
drawing the bent from the cream. 

It is best to huve the cream delivered 
at the crenmery every day ip summer, 
or at least three times a week, and not 
less than twice weekly in winter. 

The farmer’s aim should be to send 
cream testing from 80 to 85 per cent 
fat. 

When cream Is taken to a creamery 
there is usually quite a little talk about 
the “overrun,” and frequently the term 
is not understood. 

The overrun consists of the pounds 
of butter made over the pounds of fat 
in the milk or cream. ‘This difference 
between the fat and the butter is made 
up of water, salt and caselp or curd 
aud varies under different conditions. 

Ube average overrun is about 15 per 
cent, but many creameries do betier 
than that 
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Many a mother is tnterested to know 

‘the size of the average infant and to 

compare her own with what is consid- 
ered as a standard. The following 
measurements are given by Dr. Holt 
‘and may be accepted as average, says 
the Woman's World. 

| At birth—Hoight, 20% inches; chest, 
13% Inches; head, 14 inches, : 

One year—Height, 20 inches;. chest, 
18 inches; head, 18 Inches, 

Three years—Height, 85 inches; chest, 
20 inches; head, 19% inches, 
| The matter of the weight is one 
‘whieh should be watched more care- 
fully. The gain in flesh is a good In- 
dication as to whether or not the child 
is thriving and often determines the 
Amount and character of Its nourish- 
ment. During the fifth month a baby's 
| Welght is supposed to be doubled; at 
the end of a year it should be tripled. 
Yor the first six months there should 
ba a weekly weighing; at the end of 
the first week there will probably be 
‘a slight loss, which should be regained 
during the second week, After this 
there should be a weekly gain of from 
four to six ounces until the child is 
six months of age. This rate will be 
reduced during the next six months, 

‘| when the Increase in weight will be 
from two to four ounces each week. 
After the first year an annual gain of 
four or five pounds }s all that can be 
expected until the child Is nine or ten 
years of age. 

Special emphasis must be laid upon 
the advisability of weighing the baby 
regularly during the first year, when 
a change of food is made. 


i Selecting the Infant’s Shoes. 


| For the first few months of its life | 


baby does not need shoes unless there 
is a tendency to have cold feet. In 
such a case warm knitted booties 
should be worn, These are the only 
shoes that should be worn until the 
baby is old enongh to stand on Its 
feet. If other shoes are worn before 
| this time they are Iiable to cramp 
| the feet and cause them to grow out 
of shape. There is no use In burden- 
ing a baby with unnecessary clothing. 

As soon as a baby begins to stand on 
its feet It should have soft kid shoes 
with thin soles and no heels. These 
| should be broad at the toes and con- 
form to the shape of the feet. For 
this reason there should be “lefts” and 
“rights.” If the baby wears a shoe 
that does not fit the tender muscles 
nnd bones are drawn ont of shape. 
The shoe should be a little longer than 
the foot, so as not to crowd the toes. 
It should fit at the heel and around the 
| ankle; otherwise the foot may turn in 
| the shoe and a sprain result It Is 
| pot tincommon for babies to suffer 
with sprained ankles as a result of 
weoring shoes that do not fit their feet. 
Laced shoes are better than buttoned 
ones, as they can be adjusted to the 
feet better. 

When the child begins to run about 
the shoes may be a litle heovier, with 
thicker soles. There should be no 
heels on the shoes until the baby Is 
about three years old; then it should

Edmonton, Sept 18.— With 
the completion of the work of 
Marsh, Sims, Carey, Smith & 
Uo:, the grade of the Grand 
Trunk’s branch line to Calgary 
via Tofield has been practically 
put in readiness for the laying 
of steel into the latter city. 

These contractors had a very 
large contract on the branch, 
most of their work being at 
Irricana, about thirty miles from 
Calgary. Their contract com- 
prised the moving of about one 
hundred. and twenty-five thous- 


‘}and yards of material, most of 


which was classified work. 
Most of the work was done by 
steam shovels. 

The same complaint has pre- 
vailed along this line as has 
prevailed along most of the 
lines this summer, that is, of 
the superfluity of rain and the 
difficulty of obtaining labor. 
Asa matter of fact, the con- 
tractors found great difficulty 
in keeping men after they had 
secured them. 

The branch runs through an 
almost new country, and will 
be one of the Grand Trunk’s 
most important branches. At 
the present time the steel is 
laid from Tofield as far as Irri- 
cana, and the grade is now 
ready for its entry into the 
southern city. A bridge at the 
Bow river, about four miles out 
of the city of Calgary, is likely 
to hold up the track-laying at 
that point for a little while. 
This bridge is of steel construc- 
tion and 1s to be erected by the 

Janadian Bridge company. It 
is expected that will be com- 
pleted and the steel laid right 
into Calgary by the first of 
November.
